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Eric Zhang’s Year in Photographs Greenbelt Area Sector Plan 
——_—_—W+$+£+__1!_—_——_—_—+_—+—+—+———— And SMA Deadline Looms

Photographer and blogger Eric 
Zhang shared highlights from his 
marathon Greenbelt 2012 Photo 
Project in a slide show held Janu- 
ary 15 at the Community Cen- 
ter. The event, organized by the 
Friends of the Greenbelt Museum 
as its first lecture of the year, 
drew a sizeable and appreciative 
crowd. 

It’s hard to grasp the scope 
of his project and the depth of 
Zhang’s commitment. 

Consider the numbers — dur- 
ing Greenbelt’s 75th anniversary 
year, he likely shot tens of thou- 
sands of images and published 
8,391 images with accurate and 
descriptive captions on his blog 
at www.greenbelt2012.wordpress. 
com. During the year Zhang 
photographed 300 events — the 
equivalent of nearly one photo 
shoot every day of the year. 

“TI always wanted to do some- 
thing on an American small town 
but I just didn’t know which 
one,’ Zhang said. When he and 
his family moved here and he 
learned the city’s history from 
the library, he thought Greenbelt 
might be a good place for a 
photo project. In late 2011 he 
saw flyers promoting the city’s 
75th anniversary celebration “and 
I knew that should be the year to

do it,” he said. 

To accomplish his task, he 
would shoot photos at events on 
weekends and weeknights and be- 
gin work after his young children 
were in bed, “around 9:30 p.m.” 
he said. Often he would work 
until 1 or 2 a.m. and then get up 
early the next morning for his 
full-time job. 

Each of his 289 posts was 
a photo story; he shot multiple 
images of each event, gathered 
information and names, selected 
a smaller group of images and 


wrote a narrative. From his first 
post on January 1, “A Morning 
Walk in Greenbelt,” each post 
was a complete story of an as- 
pect of Greenbelt life. His final 
photographs came in the last 
moments of New Year’s Eve at 
Roosevelt Center, when residents 
gathered to sing “Auld Lang 
Syne,” countdown to midnight 
and cheer when the Old Green- 
belt Theatre marquee lit up to 
usher in 2013.

GSA Answering Questions Raised 


By Request to Relocate FBI HQ 


The U.S. General Services 
Administration (GSA) is hosting 
an Industry Day today to enable 
potential responders to get an 
overview of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) Headquarters 
project put forth in a request for 
information (RFI) issued Decem- 
ber 3, 2012. The RFI is seeking 
proposals related to relocating 
the headquarters of the FBI. The 
purpose of the RFI is to “obtain 
responses from members of the 
development community, local 
and state jurisdictions and other 
interested parties, that are inter- 
ested in providing a new head- 
quarters facility for the FBI with 
potential collocation of the federal 
entities within the National Capital 
Region.” GSA is willing to con- 
sider the exchange of the J. Edgar 
Hoover Building (JEH) as part 
of this potential transaction, the 
RFI informs potential developers. 
GSA wants to get this information 
for planning purposes and to make 
strategic decisions about a new 
FBI headquarters facility. 

“Responses to the RFI will as- 
sist GSA in exploring redevelop- 
ment possibilities to exchange the 
current outdated and overcrowded 
J. Edgar Hoover Building, a 2.4 
million square foot facility, lo- 
cated on Pennsylvania Avenue,

NW in Washington, D.C., for the 
construction of a new state-of-the- 
art FBI headquarters,” the GSA 
explained in a press release an- 
nouncing the Industry Day event. 

Considered a prize plum, of- 
ficials from all the metropolitan 
Washington jurisdictions are hop- 
ing to get the new FBI facility 
located in their jurisdiction. In 
Prince George’s County there is 
an effort to get the new facility 
located at the Greenbelt Metro 
Station site. 

On January 4 the GSA released 
its first set of responses to ques- 
tions that have been asked of it 
concerning this project. GSA 
states that the FBI’s headquarters 
Operations, currently located in 
20 leased locations as well as the 
JEH, do not meet the bureau’s 
needs in terms of size, security 
and collocation of integrated op- 
erating units. By consolidating 
these locations into one facility, 
GSA expects to save close to one 
million rentable square feet of 
space, one-third of the space now 
occupied, through efficiencies of 
the new facility, elimination of 
redundant spaces and updated 
workplace solutions. In particu- 
lar, GSA is interested in learning 
how the development and finan- 
cial communities would view an 


exchange of JEH for the develop- 
ment of a new FBI headquarters. 

In other responses in the first 
Question and Answer information- 
al statement the GSA said it will 
not release the names of those 
registering for today’s meeting nor 
will it release RFI responses in 
whole or part to other responders. 

The GSA describes the condi- 
tion of the Hoover Building “as 
nearing its life-cycle age and ex- 
hibiting signs of deterioration, but 
the primary reason for consider- 
ing a new facility is that JEH no 
longer suits the needs of the FBI 
due to its size and interior con- 
figuration and the FBI’s security 
needs.” However, due to logisti- 
cal and security reasons, the GSA 
does not plan to allow potential 
responders to tour the building 
prior to submitting their proposal 
for re-utilizing the building. That 
could make it difficult to deter- 
mine either the feasibility of con- 
verting the building to another use 
or its demolition cost. 

The site location for the new 
facility is limited to the National 
Capital Region. That area is de- 
fined as the District of Columbia, 
Arlington, Fairfax, Loudon and 
Prince William Counties in Vir- 
ginia and Montgomery and Prince 
George’s Counties in Maryland. 


At the end of 2012 the Prince 
George’s County Planning Board 
completed its action on the Pre- 
liminary Greenbelt Metro Area 
and Md. 193 Corridor Sector Plan 
(Preliminary Sector Plan). The 
Planning Board held a work ses- 
sion on November 29, 2012, to 
discuss the Preliminary Plan and 
after review directed the technical 
staff to prepare a supplementary 
digest of the public testimony 
and comments received on the 
plan and to prepare a resolution to 
adopt the Preliminary Plan and an 
endorsement of the proposed Sec- 
tional Map Amendment (SMA) 
associated with the plan. This ac- 
tion was a disappointment for the 
City of Greenbelt and others who 
had strongly urged the Planning 
Board to remand the Preliminary 
Plan and SMA to the technical 
staff for further consultation with 
the affected jurisdictions to ad- 
dress their objections and come 
up with an approved Plan. Plan- 
ning Board action on the resolu- 
tion and the endorsement of the 
SMA were taken at their meeting 
December 13. 

Chad Williams, the project 
manager for the Preliminary Plan 
and SMA, and Tamara Jovovic, 
a team member, have said that 


February 5 is the date for con- 
sideration of the Preliminary Plan 
and SMA by the Prince George’s 
County Council at a worksession 
sitting as the District Council. 
With March 11 the legal deadline 
for final action on the Preliminary 
Plan, following the worksession 
the District Council could place 
the Preliminary Plan and SMA 
on its agenda for either Febru- 
ary 26 or March 5. On either of 
those two dates the District Coun- 
cil would have several choices 
to make. They could approve 
the Preliminary Plan and SMA 
that was adopted by the Planning 
Board; they could approve with 
amendments; they could disap- 
prove the Preliminary Plan and 
SMA; or they could schedule 
another Public Hearing on the Pre- 
liminary Plan which would give 
the District Council an additional 
three months (June 2013) to take 
final action on the Preliminary 
Plan and SMA. 

Now that the Preliminary Plan 
and SMA are on the District 
Council’s agenda, all the possible 
meetings will be at the County 
Administrative Building in Upper 
Marlboro. Information on the 
plan and its status can be found at 
www.pegplanning.org/greenbelt.htm. 


City Opposes County Plan 
To Cut Paid Fire/EMT Staff

As reported in the January 
10 News Review, the Prince 
George’s County Fire and Emer- 
gency Medical Department plans 
to cut coverage by paid county 
staff for municipal fire depart- 
ments during periods when the 
volunteer staff is limited or un- 
available, currently from 7 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. on weekdays. On 
March 1 the county plans to 
discontinue such coverage at 
the Branchville station, which 
provides service to Greenbelt 
West, including Beltway Plaza, 
the Greenbelt Metro Station and 
Franklin Park, as well as to por- 
tions of Berwyn Heights and 
College Park. 


The county’s actions are aimed 
at reducing overtime for career 
firefighters and at meeting com- 
mitments made by the county to 
the career fire service union for 
minimum staffing at county fire 
stations. Cuts in coverage are 
also planned for West Lanham 
Hills on Rt. 450, Seat Pleasant 
and Boulevard Heights. 

City Opposition 

The City of College Park has 
written County Executive Rush- 
ern Baker opposing the cutback 
and requesting funding necessary 
countywide for continued fire 
station coverage. The letter cites

Evan’s dad was supposed to 
pick Evan up at noon but Evan 
did not want to leave because it 
was time for Butch, Margaret’s 
son, to come over for lunch from 
his job at Goddard. Butch would 
let Evan see his truck and let the 
boy get him his Coke from the 
refrigerator. 

Evan adored Butch, wanting 
to be just like him when he grew 
up. Evan told me he was going 
to work near me when he was big 
so he could come over every day 
for lunch like Butch did and come 
on Saturday and mow the grass! 

Margaret had introduced Evan 
to three of his favorite things — 
bacon, Coke and chocolate. But 
Butch showed him how to be a 
grown up son. 

While Evan was in for win- 
ter break from college for two 
weeks, we went over to see Mar- 
garet. They sat and reminisced 
and caught up. He needed to see 
her before she left us and she was 
thrilled to see him. 

I still look out the window for 
her and I miss her very much. 
Rest in peace, my good friend.

Scales Works Hard to Build

Lois Scales keeps it real at 
Turning Point Academy. She is 
the Family Life Director over- 
seeing the character education 
program at the public charter 
school. The position entails edu- 
cating parents and students about 
qualities that enable them to be 
their best. 

During monthly meetings, 
Scales coaches parents to encour- 
age their children to be learn- 
ers, to talk to their children and 
find out what is going on in 
their lives and help them achieve 
unfulfilled goals and dreams. 
Sometimes, students and parents 
work as a team. In December, 
they moved and exercised to- 
gether in Fuel Up to Play. 

Scales says she is the hap- 
piest when parents recognize 
their rightful role as their chil- 
dren’s first educators and that the 
schools reinforce and add on to 
that foundation. 

Teachers also receive a charac- 
ter education curriculum. January 
words are “unique” and “poten- 
tial.”” Scales also teaches bullying 
and peer pressure classes with the 
use of games and technology. 

A former Catholic school 
teacher, Scales taught for 10 
years in D.C. She came to Turn- 
ing Point in 2006. In addition to 
spreading the gospel of character

education, Scales is a certified 
medical technician, bookkeeper 
setting the budget and a food 
handler. She also holds a master’s 
degree in instruction and supervi- 
sion from Regent University. 

Although Scales is chief cook 
and bottle washer, she says she 
loves seeing parents excel and 
that her job is challenging. “It 
keeps me on my toes. I have to 
have humility for the children.”

Excellence in Education with the Power of Faith 
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West Believes in Putting 
Forth Ones’ Best Effort

Jerome West believes that 
whatever type of work he per- 
forms, he must put forth his best 
effort. Such effort is evident at 
Turning Point Academy where 
the floors are gleaming and the 
halls are clean. West, who has 
been a janitor for two years at 
the charter school, located in 
Greenbelt East but serving a 
wider area, has fine-tuned his 
craft in Prince George’s schools 
for 20 years. 

“T love working around kids,” 
said the father of three grown 
children. “I like making things 
look nice.” 

West has a history of mak- 
ing things look nice. He spent 
seven years doing so at Kenmore 
Elementary School and 10 at 
Thomas Pullen School where 
teachers voted him the Best Sup- 
porting Personnel for 1989-90. 
West and honorees from other 
schools dined at Martin’s Cross- 
winds with the superintendent of 
schools and the director of plant 
operations. Another proud mo- 
ment for West were the pictures 
a first-grade teacher at Pullen had 
her class draw of him. 

At Turning Point Academy, he 
helps students in the lunch room, 
emptying trays, collecting trays, 
sweeping up trash between lunch 
periods and mopping up spill- 
age. While working, West says

Zhang opened his slide show 
with historic images from the 
New Deal and Rexford Tugwell 
of the Resettlement Administra- 
tion (RA), a former economics 
professor at Columbia. Tugwell 
brought in his former student 
Roy Stryker to head up a storied 
team of documentary photogra- 
phers including Walker Evans, 
Arthur Rothstein, Marion Post 
Wolcott and Marjory Collins, all 
of whom spent time photograph- 
ing in Greenbelt. Many of these 
photographers worked for the 
Farm Security Administration 
(FSA) as well. Some of their 
photos line a hall of the Com- 
munity Center. 

After this historical introduc- 
tion, Zhang organized his slide- 
show images into categories, 
beginning with the 75th Anniver- 
sary events. 

“Whenever there was a con- 
flict, I would go to the anniversa- 
ry event,” he said. His blog post 
of the 75th Anniversary Gala in 
October — when he photographed 
people at all the tables — was the 
most viewed of the year, he said. 

Other categories were Green- 
belt organizations, special com- 
munity events, places of worship, 
Greenbelt places and Greenbelt 
people. The special events were 
the city’s annual events — the 
Labor Day Festival, July 4th fire- 
works, Festival of Lights, Base- 
ball Opening Day Parade, the 
marathon on President’s Day and 
so many more — which, Zhang 
told the audience, “have become 
the traditions of Greenbelt.” 

“For a small town to have its 
own marathon,” he added, “is 


very unusual.” 

Other highlights for Zhang 
were learning about the Volks- 
marchers and the museum that 
maintains a physical presence of 
the New Deal years that gave 
Zhang a context for the historical 
photographs of residents in those 
early years. 

When alight dance theater put 
on performances in the museum 
last year, Zhang photographed 
them in settings and poses simi- 
lar to those of the photographers 
who had worked in the 1930s. 
He showed an intriguing series of 
then-and-now photos that paired 
the older photos with shots he’d 
taken last year of the dancers in 
period dress at the museum. In 
another side-by-side pairing, he 
showed Arthur Rothstein’s 1930s 
image of a stairway in Center 
School lit by a column of glass 
block next to his photograph of 
the same stairway. He noticed 
the differences — the ceiling was 
dropped and a pendant lamp hung 
in the current photo, but much 
else appeared the same. 

Throughout the show, audience 
members nodded and laughed at 
seeing themselves or other famil- 
iar faces in the photos. Kathleen 
McFarland added details to one 
of the stories Zhang told of Don 
Freeman visiting the museum and 
recognizing others in photos in 
the museum exhibit. 

Zhang was so thorough that he 
captured images and text about 
aspects of Greenbelt that many 
long-time residents didn’t know. 
Two examples — of an underpass 
at Edmonston Road to the middle 
school that is now grown over

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and of the first house occupied in 
Greenbelt. Zhang researched and 
found the house and talked to the 
current owner. 

As he ended his presentation, 
the audience gave him a standing 
ovation and then sat down for a 
period of questions: How did you 
come to Greenbelt? What are 
your plans for this year? Would 
you consider running for City 
Council? 

“One reason I came to Green- 
belt is right here — Barbara Have- 
kost,” he said as the audience 
laughed and looked at Havekost. 
He talked to her and Dorothy 
Lauber at a GHI open house held 
outside of Greenbelt. “He asked 
questions for 20 minutes,” Have- 
kost replied, “and here he 1s.” 
“Thanks, Barbara!” one woman 
said. 

Regarding his plans for 2013, 
Zhang said that he would be 
looking through thousands of im- 
ages he didn’t post and also con- 
sidering some new approaches — 
possibly longer interviews which 
he had no time for last year or 
photographing a different dimen- 
sion of life in Greenbelt. 

“What I did this year was the 
public side of Greenbelt. But if 
you look at the FSA photographs, 
many are of weddings and birth- 
day parties and other private 
events. If I continue with this 
project I may try to take pictures 
of more weddings and other more 
private events.” 

As the program ended and the 
audience gave him another rous- 
ing ovation, Zhang picked up his 
camera and took pictures.

delayed response times as placing 
the lives and property of citizens 
at increased risk and says that the 
change places an increased burden 
on local fire departments. 

At its meeting on Monday, 
January 14 council discussed the 
issue. Master Police Officer Kelly 
Lawson of the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Department, who works also 
with the fire station, said Branch- 
ville has an engine that provides 
water whereas Berwyn Heights 
has a rescue squad and ladder 
truck but no water engine. While 
Berwyn Heights may be a first 
responder to Greenbelt West in 
many instances, in case of fire the 
first responder would have to be 
Branchville. 

Lawson added that she believes 
a problem across the nation in a 
tight economy is that people may 
have to work longer hours at pay- 
ing jobs, causing them to sacrifice 
volunteer time. She said the train- 
ing and preparation to become a 
firefighter take considerable time 
and effort. 

Greenbelt is surrounded by 
other nearby fire stations, Lawson 
said, but due to demographics and 
development, the need is greater on 
the west side of the city. Things 
get complicated, she said, when 
one station is out on a call and 
another station needs to respond to 
a call in the first’s locality. 

Safety Net 

Lawson said eliminating day- 
time coverage will eliminate the 
safety net currently available. 
Without that safety net, she said, 
response times could be longer. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts moved to send county offi-

Strained by Rude Mechanicals 


The Rude Mechanicals bring 
their patented, most excellent 
brand of Bardolatry to the Green- 
belt Arts Center with their mod- 
ernized production of Shake- 
speare’s The Merchant of Venice. 

Director Caitlin Clare Wil- 
liams’ inspiration to set this som- 
ber comedy in 1960s Baltimore 
works beautifully. She has her 
actors chain smoking elegantly, 
drinking with louche insouci- 
ance, accoutered in three-piece 
suits, glittery sheaths and flirty 
dresses. “I was looking for a 
certain effect — Barry Levinson’s 
Libertyville meets Mad Men 
meets The Merchant,” said Wil- 
liams. Spot on. 

These successful mercantile 
capitalists are smug fat cats — 
except for Shylock, the “wicked” 
usurious Jew. 

“Merchant” is a comedy be- 
cause of its happy ending(s). 
The wealthy, beautiful, virtuous 
Portia (lovely, poised Meredith 
Coyle) deftly sidesteps a parade 
of oafish/narcissistic suitors and 
weds her true love Bassanio (very 
capable Devon Tully). Portia’s 
servant/confidante Nerissa (vivid, 
mischievous Erin MacDonald) 
marries Gratiano (very convincing 
Michael J. Dombrowski). 

Shylock’s daughter Jessica (ac- 
complished, even seductive Jac- 
queline Chenault) marries her 
Christian lover Lorenzo (suave, 
handsome Kyle McGruther) and 
is awarded her father’s fortune on 
a technicality by a Christian, pos- 
sibly a kangaroo court. And An- 
tonio, the titular merchant (played 
as dignified, generous and anti-Se- 
mitic by Brian Moors), narrowly 
escapes Shylock’s knife — oh, that 
pound of flesh! — and miraculous- 
ly recovers his supposedly sunken 
ships and their treasure. 

But these happy endings have 
always been fraught with ambigu- 
ity — shadowed, if not complete- 
ly trumped, by Shylock’s rigid 
adherence to the letter of the 
law. That pound of flesh again. 
Nasty? Yes. Justified? Maybe. 

Traditionally Shylock has been 
depicted as a gross caricature —

Hath not a Jew hands? ... If 
you prick us, do we not bleed? . 
” has always left audiences 
uncomfortable, has even evoked 
sympathy for this “villain.” 

In our post-Holocaust era, 
though, Williams has banished 
every trace of caricature. Instead 
it is Shylock’s near moral gran- 
deur, played against the hypoc- 
risy of a Christian society sanc- 
timoniously oblivious to its own 
greed and double standards, that 
Williams insists on. And she has 
the perfect Shylock to pull it off. 

William Cassidy is superb as 
a man more sinned against than 
sinning, to borrow Shakespeare’s 
description of Lear. Cassidy’s 
Shylock is absolutely riveting in 
his great speech; it resonates with 
moving appeal for the common 
humanity of everyone. 

A delicious tweaking of the 
original has Jessica lolling about 
in her mere slip of a slip, puffing 
a cig and sipping wine with her 
amorous Lorenzo on the night 
they elope. They are caught 
practically in flagrante delicto; 
Jessica hastily puts herself to- 
gether as the play moves forward. 
This “most beautiful pagan” can 
actually be seductive — who 
knew? 

Let’s let Antonio’s mom, who 
happened to be sitting next to 
me, have the last word. “What 
do you think of Antonio?” I 
asked disingenuously. “Oh, Brian 
— he’s terrific!” So is the whole 
play. 

“Merchant” is playing on Jan- 
uary 18, 19, 25 and 26 at 8 p.m.

ACE Has Yearly Meeting with Area PTA Presidents

The Greenbelt Advisory Com- 
mittee on Education (ACE) held 
its annual meeting with Greenbelt 
PTA presidents in late October. 
PTA or other parent-teacher group 
presidents from Greenbelt EIl- 
ementary, Magnolia Elementary, 
Greenbelt Middle School and 
Turning Point Academy were 
represented. Susan Breon, ACE 
chair, welcomed the participants 
and described the history of ACE. 
The idea of having the PTA of- 
ficers meet with ACE staff is to 
give them a chance to interact 
with representatives of the other 
schools and discuss successes and 
problems. 

Karen Yoho, PTA president for 
Greenbelt Elementary, described 
activities completed or planned 
for the school year. Yoho men- 
tioned the successful used book 
booth that the PTA annually 
sponsors at the Greenbelt Labor 
Day Festival — always a good 
fund raiser. She described the 
second annual Rafael’s race, in 
memory of a student who died 
three years ago. It is the school’s 
second year with a new principal, 
Monica Gaines, and Yoho com- 
mented that Gaines spent her 
first year observing all school ac- 
tivities. To encourage parents to 
participate in PTA meetings, the 
PTA is planning to have a special 
topic session for parents before 
the general monthly meetings. 

Anne Gardner is PTA presi- 
dent at the newly opened Green- 
belt Middle School. Everything 
in the school is new, she said, 
and the PTA is pretty new too. 
Parents have been trying to be- 
come more active in the mid- 
dle school. This year, several 
sixth grades have become part of 
the middle school, making it a 
three-year school. Sixth graders 
who formerly went to Springhill 
Lake and Greenbelt Elementary 
Schools now attend Greenbelt 
Middle. The PTA is working on 
grants and fund raisers. 

They are planning an activity 
day where, for a small fee, stu- 
dents do not have to wear their 
uniforms and will participate in 
games, dancing and concessions. 
They also had a Wednesday night 
fund raiser that was successful. 
PTA members who have come 
from their children’s elemen- 
tary schools say that fund rais- 
ers are very different in middle 
school. Money is needed to 
support teacher needs and teacher 
projects.

a K-8 charter school located in 
Greenbelt East. She indicated 
that there is a new principal this 
year and parents are hopeful of 
more school activities. Ramirez 
said there is a handful of dedi- 
cated parents who help; they need 
more parent participation. They 
had a successful movie night 
fund raiser and are planning a 
recess night with activities for 
students and parents and possibly 
a wellness group.

Dawn James, president of the 
Magnolia Elementary School 
PTO, is new this year and has a 
planning background. Her PTO 
provided breakfast or snacks dur- 
ing the teachers’ first week back 
to school as well as at back to 
school night. The PTO planned 
a walk for education and a magic 


show. Both were successful fund 
raisers. They also conducted a 
fingerprinting night. They are 
working on an electronic mail- 
ing list of parents. James also 
wants to document the PTO ac- 
tivities for future PTO members. 
She indicated that there are 90 
PTO members but only about 10 
show up for the meetings. To 
encourage participation, she has 
designed a website and is work- 
ing to make PTO handouts more 
appealing and colorful. 
Attracting parents 1s a com- 
mon problem among all the 
school PTAs. Breon commented 
that marketing is a challenge. 
Anne Gardner (Greenbelt Middle 
School) responded that market- 
ing 1s expensive — too expensive 
— to have 1,000 flyers printed 
to send home to parents. She 
uses email but only to those who 


have provided an address to the 
PTA. Some PTAs were able to 
place activity information on the 
school’s website. 

There was a brief discussion 
of other fund raising possibilities; 
dinner night at the Silver Diner 
and other restaurants; a corpora- 
tion that might sponsor a specific 
activity; and gift certificates from 
general merchandise and food 
stores. 

ACE member Jon Gardner 
discussed the ACE grant pro- 
gram which was closing shortly. 
Only a few applications had been 
received. He mentioned this an- 
nual event where grants for up to 
$500 can be used for field trips, 
events at school, equipment, etc. 
There must be a defined budget 
and, if approved, a written report 
must be filed after the project is 
approved and completed.
